Cooper, has just completed his 
spacious warehouse 11040 feet, and 
will,twe learn, open on Monday, the 26th 
inst. Another mamouth warehouse 
120 « 40 feet is beiag pushed forward 
to completion rapidly, and will be 
opened carly in February. This is be- 
ing built by a joint stock company and, 
we learn, that Wilkers n, Meadows & 
Co., will take charge of it. We believe 
that not long hence Henderson will be 
one of the best tobacco markets in the 
State owing to eligibility of location 
and high prices given. 
We believe “Gilliam” county over- 
shadows all other general topics. The 
oposition having been disarmed by the 
agreement of the citizens to erect the 
public buildings without taxativa, atter 
tirst submitting to the qualified voters 
whether they desire a county or not. 


BILL To AMEND THE CHARTER OF 
Tur Crry.—For the information of the 
citizens, we publish in full the bill, 
introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives afew daysago by Mr. Gorman, 
amending the charter of the city: 


Section 1st. The General Asembly of 
North Carolina do enact, That if any 
owner or lessee of land inthe city of 
Raleigh,on being notified to repair his 
side-walks according to law, shall avow 
his intention not to repair as ordered, 
the Commissioners may have such re- 
pairs made immediately at the expense 
of the said owner or lessee ; a notice of 
ten days, by any officer of the city, 
verbally or in writing, shall be sufli- 
cient in any event. 

Secticn 2. When there is no side 
walk,and noc has never been in exis- 
tence in convenient walking order along 
any lot in said city,the owner shall be re- 
quired to pay such portions of the ex- 
pense of making a sidewalk along said 
lot as any three assessors, unconnected 
with the owner, and disinterested, 
to be appointed by the Commissioners, 
my intimate that said property is ben- 
fitted by the improvement, such exs 
pense to be a lien on the property, en- 
forcible as liens for repairing side walks 
under the existing laws: provided, there 
shall be right of appeal by cither party 
to the Superior Court. 

Section 3. When new strcets shall be 
opened under the Charter of the city of 
Raleigh, and amendments thereto, the 
Commissioners shall by at least a two- 


thirds vote, appoint three 
assessurs _ instead of fiye, as 
heretofore, who shall, besides esti 


inating damages to those whose lands 
sha!l be taken, as now provided, appor- 
tion half the expense of opening and 
grading said streets among those whose 
lands lie along the seme, or near there- 
to, according to the benefit derived to 
said lands; the other half to be paid by 
the city out of its Treasury. The amount 
so apportioned shall be a lien on the 
property so benefitted, enforcible in like 
manner as liens for repairs of side-: 
walks, provided, that no person shall be 
deprived of his benefit of homestead 
under the Constitution by anything in 
this act contained, and said lien may be 
avoided by having such homestead laid 
off according to law. 

Section 4. Before making such ap- 
portionment the Assessors shail appoint 
a auy When they shail all hear parties 
interested in the subject, giving at least 
three day’s notice of the time and place 
of their sitting. From their decision 
the city or the lot owners may appeal 
to the Superior Court of Wake, but the 
Commissioners may, notwithstaud- 
ing any appeal under this or any other 
act, proceed with the work of opening 
and grading the new strect. 

Section 5. This act shall be in force 
trom and after its ratification,

| Senate yesterday 
was occupicd almost exclusively in the 


consideration of the special orders ap- 
ointed for the day, viz: The Midland 
orth Carolina Railroad bill and the 
Amnesty and Pardon bill. 

The sixth section of the Railroad bill 
was considered, and pending the discus- 
sion of the proposed amendments, the 
bill was ordered to be recommitted to 
the Committee. When the bill is final. 
ly disposed of,we will give the substance 
of the alterations asked for the bill as it 
passes, if it does pass. 

The Amnesty and Pardon bill is 
violently opposed by,the Republicans, 
who without scems anxious to make it 
a party measure. Several able speeches 
were made in advocacy of the bill by 
Messrs. Allen, Flemming, Merrimon and 


Harriss, colored, in opposition. The 
further consideration of the bill was 
postponed untill 12 o’clock Monday, 
when it will undoubtedly pass and 
become a law. 

In the House yesterday the discus 
sion of the bill to amend the school 
law of last year was resumed, and con- 
sumed the day. Our report of the 
nroceedings is meagre, from the fact 
that space could not be devoted to it, 
as it would require tke publication of 
the old law to make a report of the 
debates and the almost numberless 
amendments intelligible. At the close 
of the session, a rather amusing inci- 
dent occurred. Some moved that 
“Prof.” N. Mitchell, coi., of Alabama, 
(the man who made a_ Republican 
stump speech while opening the House 
with prayer a day or two since,) be al- 
lowed the use of the hall, after the ad- 
journment of the House, in order to 
address somebody on something. 

Dudley. col., indignantly objected. 
Some member wanted to know who 
“Prof.” Mitcheil was, when that sable 
individual, who was standing at the 
time, attempted, with stentorian lungs, 
to give the member in search of knowl- 
edge the desired information. Mr. 
Badger, who was inthe chair at the 
time, order the ‘‘Protessor” to be eject- 
ed by the Doorkeeper, which order was 
exccuted instanter. 

The last thing heard of this learned 
and dusky Alabamian, was some mut- 
tered words about the “inalienable 
rights of man,” as he was hustled from 
the door.

Rules Suspended. 

On motion of Mr. Ellis, of Catawba,

Here a considerable discussion ensued 
on parliamentary law, asto which took 
precedence, the vote on the previous 
question or the resolution now pending 
or the consideration of the special order. 

The President decided that the special 
order took precedence, when Mr. Love 
appealed from the ruling of the chair. 

The Senate sustained the chair by 38 
yeas to 8 nays, 

After the special order was disposed 
of, the vote was taken on the resolution. 
Adopted by 28 yeas to 8 nays. 

Special Order. 


The consideration of the Midland 
North Carolina Railway Company wa3 
resumed. 

The sixth section of the bill was 
thea taken up. Several amendments 
offered. Pending the discussion onthe 
smendments, on motion of Mr. Hum- 
phrey, the bill was recommitted to the 
Committee. 

The “Amnesty and Pardon bill,” 
taken up at 1} o’clock. The following 
amendment to the bill were offered by 
the Committee, to strike out, “or viola. 
tion of the laws of the State of North 
Carolina.” 

Hyman, colored, offered an amend- 
ment to strike out first day of Septem- 
ber, A. D., 1871, and insert in lieu 
thereoi 29th day of January, -A. D., 
1870, which was intended to leave out 
the cate of the so called Shotwell raid 
or disturbance. Lost, 

Mr. Seymour offered an amendment 
excluding from the provisions those 
who had committed murder, arson and 
burglary. 

Mr. Alien hoped the amendment 
would not prevail, and replied to the 
statement made by Mr. Seymour jes- 
terday that only those mentioned in 
the latter part of the names of organi- 
zations mentioned were guilty and intt- 
mating that all of the Democratic party 
belonged to either one or the other of 
the organizations. He said admitting 
this proposition to be true, then ajl the 
Republican party must have belonged 
to the Leagues, and asked who it was 
that murdered Hunnicut, and the Fos- 
ter family ?—negroes .who belonged to 
the Leagues. It was useless for Repub- 
lican members to attempt to show that 
no crime had been committed by the 
Leaguers, or whatever they may be 
termed, when history speaks for itself. 

Mv. Flemming, did not expect to say 
anything on this bill when it was 
brought up, but wished to express his 
gratification that the amendmeat 
had been opposed by the Senator from 
Craven, as it gave him a better oppor- 
tunity to reply to the opposition to the 
bill, Mr. Flemming continued at some 
length in which he reviewed the bisto- 
ry of the organization pnamed in the 
bill, the natural causes that Ied to this 
organizations and deprecating both the 
the causes that occasioned and the cx - 
istence of the organizations, he thought 
for the preservation of peace and hare 
mony, general amunesity should be 
granted. 

Mr. Moorehead, of Guilford, thought 
that if an amnesty was passed it should 


support Mr. Seymour’s amendment. 

Mr. Respess took the floor in opposi- 
tion to the bill. He referred to the 
eHhormous Crimes Committed by the Ku 
Klux Klan, which was purely a politi- 
cal organization He dwelt particularly 
upon the one result of their power, 
which was to change the General As- 
sembly of 1871 to nearly two-thirds 
Democratic, when in 1869 it was two- 
thirds Repabiicans. For this and many 
other reasons he was opposed to the 
bill. 

Mr. Merrimon foliowed Mr. Respess 
the bill. He stated that he was

never in apy way connected with any 
secret political organization, and did 
not know that there were such organi- 
zations before the Holden trial. 

But he knew there were such organiza- 
tion and had committed crime. If 
general rumor, newspaper reports and 
jury trials were to be believed the 
Union League had also committed 
crimes. They were all known to be 
political organizations and as_ these 
crimes were necessarily for political of- 
fences, why this solid opposition to the 
bill by the Repubjicans when they had 
preclaimed here on this floor so often 
for amnesty and pardon. Mr. Merrimon, 
continued at some length in favor of 
the bill.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


House called to order at the usual 
hour. 

Journal of yesterday read and ap 
roved. 

Mr. Badger rose to a question of 
privilege in regard to statements in the 
Daily Sentinel, in reference to the bill to 
exchange stocks of the State for bonds 
with which such stocks were obtained. 
Mr. Badger denied the motives imputed 
to him by that paper. He stated that 
the assertion that the bill was intro- 
duced in the interest of any railroad 
corporation, was incorrect. 

Messrs. Bennett, Jones, of Caldwell, 
Stanford, Waugh, Anderson, of Davie, 
submitted reports from various Stand- 
ing Committees. 

Unfinished Business. 

The bill of the Committee on Edu- 
cation, proposing amendments to the 
school law of 1872, being the untinished 
business of yesterday, its consideration 
was resumed. 

The debate was resumed upon the 
25th section proposed by the committee 
for sections 23, 26 and 27 of the old 
bill. 

After some further debate and amend- 
ment, the proposed 25th section was 
adopted in the tollowing shape: 

“If the tax levied in this act for the 
support of the public school shall be 
insufficient to maintain one or more 
schools in each township fur the period 
of four months, then the County Com- 
missioners of cach county shail levy 
anoually a special tax to supply the 
deficiency for the support and main- 
tenance oi said schools forthe said 
period of four months. The said tax 
shall be collected by the sheriff in money, 
and he shall be subject to the same 
liabilities fur the collections, and ac-— 
counting for said tax as he is or may be 
in regard to other county taxes. The 
Said tax shuil be levied on all property 
credits and poll: of the county, and in 
the assessment of the amount upon 
each, the Commissioners shall observe 
the constitutional equation of taxation. 
Provided, That the question of the 
ievy and collectiou of said tax shall 
have first been submitted to the vote of 
the qualified voters of the county at an | 
election to be held at the different 
election precincts of the county, under 
rules and regulations to be fixed by the 
Commissioners and conforming as near 
as may be to the rules and regulations 
for conducting other elections, except 
that no new registration need be made, 
but the registratiun booksof the next 
preceding general election may be 
used. The penalties fur illegal and 
fraudulent voting shall be the same as 
provided in general elections.” 

Section 26th as proposed by the Com- 
mittee was adopted after considerable 
debate and amendment. The recom- 
mendation of the Committee that sec— 
tion 28th of the old bill shail read so as 
that the school year shall begin July 
Ist and end June 30th, instead of 
January ist, and end Dec. 3i1st, was 
adopted. 

The consideration of the numcrous 
other amendments to the other parts of 
the old bill, proposed,byjthe Committee, 
and innumerable amendments thereto, 
were discussed to great length, whea 
the bill passed its second reading. 

On motion of Mr. Rhodes, the ruies 
were suspended end the bill was again 
taken up, ordered to be printed and 
made special order for Tuesday next. 

On motion the House adjourned.

The 
it Not tobe Enlarged 
servative Legislature ? 

Editor Daily News:—We belong to 
the Conservative party because, in the 
first pince, we approve the principles ot 
that organization —and because the prn 
ciples of the Republican party, xs we 
understand them, are not calculated to 
perpetuate the happiness of our people, 
or to promote their prosperity; and for 
the acdiditional reason, that the policy 
and acts of the Republican party,where- 
ever and whenever in the ascendancy 
throughout the South, have been disas- 
trous to the best interests 0 the entire 
community. 

When the Republicans had control-of 
our government, their leadera, with a 
few marked exceptions, preved them- 
selves incapable of acting from pure 
motives, and prostituted the powers et 
government for the advancement o! sel- 
fish purposes instead of exercising them 
for the bencfit of the people. It is said, 
however, that new Republican leaders 
have in a measure succeeded those who 
soon after_reconstruction, like harpies, 
preyed upon the vitals of the Stzte; and 
that the new lights are honest and men 
of personal integrity. 

The outs are aiways very virtuous ! 
The new Radical leaders have not yet 
been brought to the test 

But even if they be honest and intcl- 
ligent—differing widely from their pre- 
decessors in this State, and from their 
cotemporaries in the other Soutbern 
States—yet, we believe, that should they 
obtain control of the government and 
endeavor to carry their political princi- 
ples to their legitimate conclusion, the 
happiness, prosperity and freedom of 
the people would be in jeapordy. 

Nothing stands as a check or barrier 
to the exercise of unluwful power by a 
dominant party, but the Constitution- 
and what check has a Constitution 
heretofore been to the Radical party 
when inthe ascendancy? Its principles 
are bad enough, its policy worse, while 
its practices, often at variance with its 
protessed principles, are simply disas- 
trous ! 

From our standpoint, itis then of the 
utmost consegueice that the Conserva— 
tive party should retain what power it 
now has to shape the destiny of North 
Carolina. Nerthing should be left un- 
done to strengthen it in the confidence 
and love of the people. 

We bave at times endeavored to real- 
ize the influence certain ideas have ex- 
erted upon the politics of the State, and 
are well satisfied that a chiet source of 
the weakness of the Conservative party 
is to be found in an apprehension that 
the leaders of that party are inimical to 
homestead provisions of the Constitu- 
tion.

We propose to quiet these fears ; to 
give an earnest of our attachment to the 
uomestead system; to add to our per- 
sonal assurances the solemn sanction of 
a legislative enactment, as an evidence 
that the Conservative party will guard 
With jealous care this blessing to our 
impoverished citizens. 

VQur proposition is that the Conserva- 
tives ot the present Legislavure shall en- 
large the homestead exemption from 
one thousand doilars to fitteen hundred 
dollars worth of real estate. 

Of the power of the Legislature to do 
\uis, Is not disputed, and as to its expe- 
dicney, no harm can flow trom it. 

Tie question of giving to an exemp- 
ton a retroactive efiect belongs to the 
past. The peopie appreciated the boon 
—and received 1t withoutjcaring to scru- 
tinize its morality, tor its legality was 
ali-sutiicient. 

We tavoer this enlargement of the 
homestead vecause its cifect will be ben- 
eficiail to the Conservative party, divest. 
ing it ot the odium of supposed hestil- 
ity to the eXemption ; and, ayain, be- 
cause it will be a relief to the owners 
of homestends to have this assurance 
that the party is for aud Lot againsé the 
system. 

Such amovement asa purty matter, 
receiving the support of the whoie body 
of the Conservative legislators, would 
annihilate all apprehension on the score 
that the homestead is in danger. 
“Homesteaders” and their children 
would rejoice if they could feel entirely 
satisfied that both parties mm the State 
ure equally Committed to the perpeiua- 
tion of their dearest right, the right of 
shelter. 

Let the Conservatives take this step, 
and free their organization from the re- 
proach it has suv long and so unjustly 
borne, and from amongst the home- 
steaders, who have heretofore avoided 
us, we will gather enough recruits to 
keep the goo? ship of the State always 
from the grasp of those whose anchors 
in the past warn us not to trust ourselves 
to their guidance in the future.
